purpose of each. 

Reports of sudden advances oe velleite 
cannot be taken as Indicative of any great 
victory or defeat in themselves. 
merely indicate that the commanders are 
jockeying for position to wipe the other 
army out. That the Russians have gained 
a material advantage during the last 
week may be true if the press reports 
from Petrograd are correct. However, 
the delay in giving out the detailed in- 
formation about the victory probably in- 
i@icates that it was not compiete by any 
means. 

Uniess there is a decisive action within 
the next few weeks, it is probable that 
both the German and Russian armies 
will spend the greater part of the winter 
in sparring for advantage, without. risk- 
ing a general engagement. This certain- 
ly seems to be the strategy for the Ger- 
mans to pursue. However, the Russians, 
blessed with millions of reserves, may 
attempt to force the fighting during the 
winter months just to weaken the enemy 
to such an extent that fresh men in the 
spring will find it an easy matter to de- 
stroy him, 


Seek to Weaken Russians. 

That the Germans have been attempt- 
ing to weaken the .Russians throug’, a 
series of advances and retreats ar ars 
clear. This view of the situation was re- 
cently confirmed by a representative of 
the Krupps in this country. According 
to this man Germany passed up the inva- 
sion of Russia until it was too late to ac- 
complish it before cold weather set in. 
The staff then decided to spar with the 
Russians in the hope of getting them 
into a trap where they could be wiped out. 
To carry out this scheme the Germans 
have started from their own fortified 
lines and have pressed an invasion of 
Poland toward Warsaw. Knowing the 
difficulties of maintaining their commu- 
nications, they have retired after reach- 
ing the outskirts of *Versaw. 
In their retreat they have destroyed 
every railroad line, have burned all fields, 
and have laid the country waste in much 
the same fashion that Sheridan treated 
the Shenandoah valley. 


Handicap on Russ Pursuit. 
The Russians have fallen in with the 
Germans’ plan to some extent by send- 
ing their Cossacks after the Teutone in 
characteristic fashion. But each time 
this maneuver occurs the Russians find 
it more difficult to get their transports 
over the waste country of Poland. Con- 
séquentiy they have not attempted to 
take strongly intrenched German posi- 
tions, but have contented themselves 
with harassing the lines. 

According to this German, however, the 
Russians on several occasions have fall- 
en into German traps. He says asa re- 
sult Gen. von Hindenburg hastaken more 
than 100,000 prisoners and has destroyed 
more than 150,000 men. In view of the 
fierceness of the fighting, however, the 
Germans are not taking prisoners now. 
It is their purpose to kill all Cossacks as 
a result of their alleged outrages. 

While Russia is counting on a new 
army in the spring, Germany appears to 
be making similar calculations. At least 
5,000,000 men will be ready, according to 
the German agent. This is extremely 
doubtful, however. It is certainly im- 
probable that Germany can put as many 
men, or even half as many, into the east- 
ern theater after the winter without 
breaking the allies go pieces in the west. 


. Carry War Into Austria. 
The Ruseian strategy seems to be work- 
ing out as planned by Grand Duke Nich- 
olas. He. has stated several times that 
his purpose is to crush Austria first and 
then Germany. The Russians undoubt- 
edly will soon attempt a more determined 
advance to the south over the Carpathian 
mountains and on the plains of Hungary. 
Gonditione for werfare in winter are more 
suitable there than in eastern Prussia or 
Poland. 

-In making this move the grand duke 
will undoubtedly attempt to employ his 
forces so as to keep the Germans on 
the defensive in East Prussia, thus pre- 
venting them from reinforcing the Aus- 
trians. The Germans, on the other hand, 
will take to their trenches in all like- 
lihood and man them with as few troops 
tas consistently safe, and then attempt to 
give Austria the much needed aid. 

That the war is one of extermination. is 
proved by the fact that all fields in Ger- 
many heretofore planted in sugar beets 
and other cereals for export have been 
turned over to wheatandrye. Germany 
expects to reap a harvest sufficient to 
feed her armies for a year. The women 
will harvest the crop and every available 
fighting man will be sent to the front. 


Western Campaign in Winter. 
“Conditions in the western theater, 
though bed, are not so bad az those in 
the ‘east. It would not be surprising if 
Germany keeps fighting steadily through 
the winter in her effort to destroy the 
Franco-British forces in order to turr.

GERMANY LOSES 
TWO WARSHIPS, 
PETROGRAD SAYS 


Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse Re- 
ported Baltic Mine Victim: 
Hertha Sunk Near Libau, 


PARIS, Nov. 28.—A dispatch to the 
Matin from Petrograd states that it is re- 
ported there that the German battleship 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse struck a mine 
and sank in the Baltic, but adds that 
there is no official confirmation of the 
rumor. 

Another Petrograd dispatch to the Matin 
declares a German cruiser, believed to be 
the Hertha, has been sunk near Libau. 

The battleship Kaiser Withelm der 
Grosse, evidently referred to in the Matin 
dispatch is one of Germany's old battle- 
ships, having been buikt in 1901. The 
warship is of 10,790 tons displacement, 
and carries a crew of 668 men. Its main 
battery is composed of four 9.4 inch and 
fourteen six inch gune. 

The Hertha is a protected cruiser with 
a displacement of 5,560 tone. It was used 
as a training ship, having been recon- 
structed in 1907. The Hertha carries two 
eight inch guns, six five inch, eight three 
inch, ten one pounders, and four machine 
guns. She has three torpedo tubes. 


British Squadron Sighted. 
BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 28.—A dispatch 
received here from Monteviedo says that 
a squadron of ten British warships has 
been sighted 300 miles from Montevideo. 
The direction in which these ships were 
proceeding is not given. 


Unknown Warships Off Chile. 
LIMA, Peru, Nov. 28.—A telegram re- 
ceived here from Iquique, Chile, says that 
four warships, nationality unknown, have 
been seen off the Chilean coast steaming 
north.

Disease in War Absent So Far. 

Disease has not entered into the casu- 
alty lists of the present war. The long 
columns which fill the papers day after 
day are of those who have died imme- 
Jiately: on the field or from wounds re- 
ceived. It is to be hoped the proportion 
dying from disease will be emall in this 
war—experts place it at 5 per cent of 
those sent to the front. But already the 
fatalities are almost double those of tha 
entire Boer war ‘and still England hesi- 
tates at conscription. 

One wonders why it is that more men 
Gon't enlist; for there ia a certain martial 
spirit in the streets—a preponderance of 
marching songs seems to issue from the 
lips of all the youth of London. 
Wherever you go you get war sentiment 
more or leas tunefully. 

There isa “ Tipperary " and “ Rule Bri- 
tannia ‘just. the chorus—and the ‘milk- 
man delivering his hyperearly goods 
wakes you with the ‘’ Marseiliaise.” He 
couldn’t pronounce it for you, but he cer- 
tainly can shout it.

If ane 
happens to be a bottle fed baby there 
are, it appears, no less ‘than 250,000 tu- 
beretlous cows in the state, whose milk 
he will be wise to avoid. 

Because of the defective birth regis- 
tration laws almost any baby may grow 
up to discover when he comes of age that 
nO Tecord waa ever made of him. He 
may find it impossible to prove that he 
ever was born. He may even be one of 
the 7,000 babies who die every year in 
Chicago, in which case he will never 
know that at least a quarter of that num- 
ber might have been saved if the com- 
munity had taken a little more interest 
in his welfare and spent some money to 
buy him a better chance to grow up. 


New York Leads Chicago. 


Doubtless he will be astonished to 
learn that while New York spends $250,- 
000 a rear in boosting its babies, Chicago 
has just begun the work, with only $4,000 
epent last year on infant welfare sta- 
liens. 

It is certain that any baby would cry 
fot his mother after looking at the big 
wall charts which show a large gather- 
ing of bacilli, soothing sirups, and dirt 
demens about to attack one of his small 
‘Olleagues. Perhaps he might be quieted 
hy taking a view of the shining and spot- 
iss booths in which the baby hospitals 
ind societies exhibit the proper appara- 
tus for giving him a perfectly sanitary 
and antiseptic bath.

WAR AND CHRISTENDOM. 

In the Ladies’ Home Journal Mr. Edward W. 
Bok, its editor, has written a “Christmas edi- 
torial” entitled “ Nevertheless.” The gist of the 
thoughts expressed with much emotional empha- 
sis ig that while the war is a fearful and a*tounding 
fact, “nevertheless, one fact remains incontroverti- 
ble and indisputable: 

“*God’s In His heaven, 
All's right wi’h the world.’” 

So far as this view is expressed, the editorial 
offers nothing to. comment upon. Mr. Bok  as- 
serts the faith supporting all religious minds fac- 
ing the mystery of evil and suffering. What is re- 
markable about Mr. Bok’s sermon 
assumption that our faith is surprised by the. test 
to which the war is supposed to put it. “ We are 
living,” Mr. Bok declares, “in perhaps the dark- 
est moment of that Christianity. which burst upon 
the western world over uineteen hundred years 
ago—the moment that Christianity seems to be for | 
naught. 
as did His son: 

“God, our God, why hast Thou forsaken us?” 

It is all @ vast ridde, yés. The mind reels 
in contemplation of it and faith staggers before it. 

But why should the mind “reel” and faith 
“stagger”? Why should it seem, as Mr. 
assures us, “as if the work of 2,000 years bad. 
been for naught; as if Christianity had failed, and 
the baser part of human nature, instead of having 
been subdued and softened, had simply been lying 
smoldering, and at the core left untouched” ? This 
would be reasonable comment if we had neither 
history nor memory nor knowledge of human na- 
ture. As we have all of these, as Mr. Bok has all 


of these, his remarks seem very like hysteria. 


The suddenness with -vhich the European dis- 
aster was precipitate], the inadequacy, from . the 
American point of view, of its immed‘4te catese, | 
the extent of the devastation involved and threat- 
ened, shocked and bewildered us all when the fact ‘of 
actual hostilities was first forced upon us. But 
there has been time for a steadying of judgment as 
well as an emphatic reed “or it. 

During a large part of the 2,000 years since 
the annunciation, men and nations Lave made war, 
for good motives and bad, have oppressed and 
combated oppression, have built and bufnt, have 
saved and slain, and the age of Faith was one 
long war. In numbers engaged, in efficiency, ‘n 
the total loss of life and property involved, the 
present war is likely, before it is ended, to prove 
greater than any in history. But this is a matter 
of degree. As to its motives, as to the passions’ 
roused or released, as to the ills suffered by the 
individual, it is like most of the hundreds of wars 
that have punctuated the whole bistory of Christeu- 
dom and are likely to puftctuate its futyre for some 
One would think from Mr. Bok’'s 
“persistent wonder that war had passed with Rome. 

This attitude is significant, because it expresses 


a the amiable illusion which a great many people, 


especially here in the United States, have be@h 
cherishing of late years. A generation of peace 
always develops this illus‘on. Probably every 
generation cherishes it. Probably deep ih: all our 
consciousnesses is the conviction that all history 
is divided into two pei*iits—the period before we 
were born end the period after. |

Miss Mary Tribe, daughter of Archdeacon Tribe 
of Lahore, India. 

It Is therefore entirely in keeping with the fit- 
ness of things; and with precedent, that young 
Lord Tavistock, the only child. and heir of the 
Duke and Duchess of Bedford, and a lieutenant in 
the Middlesex regiment, should lead to the altar an 
unttled bride, and just a week ago he was married 
at St. George’s church, Hanover Square, in London 
—at the same church where Theodore Roosevelt's 
wedding took place—to Miss Louisa Whitwell of 
Oxford, member of a family which has repeatedly 
represented in the house of commons’: the counties 
of York and Westmoreland, where it owns large 
mining interests. Young Lord Tayistock seems 
destined to follow in his father’s footsteps, shar- 
ing his tastes and inheriting many of his cnarac- 
teristics. 

The Duke of Bedford is not only one of the 
wealthiest and must powerful but one of. the 
most useful of England's great nobles. Both he 
and his duchess are devoted to zoélogy and natural 
history, and although the dike is president of the 
National society, whict owns the famous Zolog. 
ical Gardens in London, yet his own private zsodlog- 
ical collection at Woburn Abbey, his place on the 
borders of the counties of Bedford and Bucking- 
ham, is pronounced by experts to be vastly more 
varied, more valuable, and more interesting, while 
the animals, which are treated like.pets, are un- 
doubtedly happier there than in Regent's park, 
London,

Wapitis, kangaroos, the famous white herd of 
wild cattle of Chertley, wild asses of Persia, alli- 
gators, beavers, chamois, zebras, American bison, 
and the wild hurses of central Asia, first discov- 
ered some three decades ago by the Thibetan ex- 
plorer Przewalski, are to be found roaming in per- 
fect amity with one another in the immense park 
at Woburn. 

The house of Russell, 
of which ths duke is the § 
chief, and that figures so : 
extensively in British 


fhistory during the last 


four centuries, is stated 
to derive its origin from 
the Du Rozels of Nor- 
mandy, and in a record 
of the reign of Edward 
I, they are mentioned as 
having held Kingston 
Russell, in Dorset, from & 
the time of the Norma 
conquest. 

The fortunes of the 
family may be said to 
have dated, however, from the reign of Henry VIL, 
when Archduke Philip of Austria, only son of 
Emperor Maximilian I. of Germany and of the 
Holy Roman empire,: was driven into Weymouth 
by a storm while on the voyage from Fla:.dersg to 
Spain. 

The archdukée was hospitably entertained by Sir 
Thomas Trenchard, the principal magnate of the 
district, and Sir Thomas, being ignorant of any 
foréign language, summoned to his assistance his 
kinsman, young John Russell, who had recently 
réturned from a prolonged stay in Spain and who 
was able to act as interpreter. When, on the invi- 
tation of Henry VII., the arthduke proceeded to 
London and to Windsor, Jack Russell, at the Aus- 
trian prince’s request, accompanied him up to 
town, and became such a favorite of Henry VII. 
that he appointed him to be a gentleman of the 
privy chamber,

Jack Russell became a still greater favorite of 
Henry VIII, who created him Lord Russell and 
@ Knight of the Garter, besides bestowing upon him 
an immense amount of property in the shape of 
confiscated monasteries, 

Edward VII. transformed Lord Russell into Earl 
of Bedford and Charles II. promoted the fifth Earl 
of Bedford to ‘be Duke of Bedford, 

Among the ancestors of the present duke is that 
chivalrous patriot, Lord William Russell, who 
met his death on the ecaffold in connection with 
the Rye House conspiracy, as the result of a false 
accusation. The present Duke of Bedford is the 
eleventh holder of that title. 

The favorite home of the duke is Woburn Abbey, 
in Bedfordshire, the last abbot of which, Richard 
Hobbs, was hanged to an oak, still in existence In 
the park, when the abbey and lands were granted 
by Henry VIIl. to John, first lord Russell. : 

The mansion as it now exists was built almost 
entirely on the site of the old monastery by the 
fourth duke, ambassador to the court of Versailles 
who presented him 
with a magnificent Sevres porcelain dinner service 
that is one of the chief treasures of Woburn Ab- 


bey.

“ There should be some means of secur- 
ing cross ventilation ih all sleeping rooms, 
as for the ideal fresh air room this is 


most essential. When this cannot be 


atranged and When there Are windows 
only on one side of the foom ‘aiid & tran- 
som is lacking, the windows should be 


open at both upper and lower sashed. 


This arrangement aliows the bad air to 
escape through the opening at the top, 
while fresh ait enters below. The “ French 
window,” which opens from floor to 
odling by swinging. mward, is to be 
recommended for the ideal sleep! ng room, 

“In ventilating a foom which is used 
for a sitting room in the day time, espe- 
clally in stormy weather, it is sonietimes 
necessary to protect the patient from & 
direct Graft. For this purpose a sh'eld 
may be made from an ordinary piece of 
hardwood board, eight inches wide, or 
larger,.and long enough to fit In between 
the side casings. It can be coveted with 
wire netting, cheese cloth, or muslin. 
There are a variety of Wind shields on 
the market, called sash ventilators, or 
air deflectors,

“WINDOW TENTS—In the treatment 
of tuberculosis the window tent was ortg- 
inally devised to give fresh air to pa- 
tients in their own rooms. To a poor 
family the window tent has an economic 
advantage, especially if the room where 
the patent lies. serves as a living room 
for the rest of the family. The fact that 
the well members ghould not shiver is of 
vital importance In many respects. 

“ A simple home window tent. one which 
can be made easily in the homes of the 
poor, consists of a straight piece of denim 
or canvas hung from the top of the w!n- 
dow casing and. attached to the outer 
aide of the bed. The space between this 
and the window casing—on each side is 
closed with the same material. properly 
cut and fitted, Ten to twelve yards of 
cloth are necessary. If made of denim, 
the price of the tent would be about 
$3; if of canvas, about $4.50, 

“tf this cannot be obtained, take two 
large, heavy cotten sheets, sew them 
together along the edge; tack one end 
on to the top of the window casing and 
fasten the other end to the bed rail with 
tape. There will be enough cloth hanging 
on each s de to form the sides of the tent, 
and this should be tacked to the window 
casings. 

“The manufactured window tents ate 
all constructed practically on the same 
principle. The difference between them 
ia in thefr shape and the manner of their 
operat.on. 

~~ 

“ Window tents have a few advantages. 
The patient's prolonged rest in bed will 
be more endurable when hé is permitiz 
to look out on the street and watch lifé 
than when he is obliged to gaze at the 
four walls of his room. Also patients who 
can be persuaded only with difficuity to 
sleep with the window wide open Will 
not hes'tate when they have this tent as 
an inducement. Draft, which the patient 
usually dreads, particularly in cold 
weather and whe. .¢ perepires, need 
not be feared when sleeping in a window 
tent. 

“Further, this limite the possible in- 
fection to the Interior of the w:ndow tent, 
which is obviously an advantage. While, 
as a matter of course, the patient will 
have been taught to. always hold his 
napkin before his mouth when hé coughs 
and sneezes, this is not always done and 
cannot be done when coughing in sleep. 
The constant exposure to air and ight 
of the bacilli, which may have been ex- 
pelled with the saliva and remafn ad- 
hered to the canvas, will soon destroy 
them. Also the canvas of the tent ie at- 
tached to the frame by simple bards and 
its rernoval from the frame for 
Cleansing, washing, and disinfection is 
thus made easy.

“SLEEPING PORCHES —One of the 
most importam arrangements for outdoor 
sleeping is the sleeping porch. Tobe con- 
venient it should have an entrance from a 
bedroom and, when possible, from a hall; 
for very outdoor sleeper stiould have, 
during cold weather, a warm apartment 
in connection with his open ; thio 
roort. The best exposure in ff 
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removed and the old paper stripped from 
the walls, the walls should be white- 
washed, or covered with washable paper, 
or painted. Painted walls are inexpen- 
sive, and they have the further advan- 
tage that they can be wasted frequently. 
The floor should be bare and likewise 
frequently Washed. 

“ Simple furniture fs commendable, and 
old piecés can be made attractive by hav- 
ing them enameled. Proper furnishings 
include a comfortable bed [one made of 
iron and raised on wooden blocks makes 
nursing care easier), a bedside table, 
chairs, a rocking chair, a washstand, and 
even a couch on which the patient can 
be placed occasionally to relieve the 
monotony. 

“Two or three pictures which can bé 
readily dusted and cleaned will brighten 
the bare walls one finds in what are gen- 
erally recommended as sanitary rooms. 

“ Flowers always ada to the attractive- 
pess of a room, and when the bed is 
placed near the window the patient is 
given the opportunity of enjoying, to some 
extent at least; the pleasures of out of 
doors. 

“ The mattress should be provided with 
a washable cover. Strips of muslin sewed 
across the tops of the blankets will pro- 
tect them from sputum, in case the sheets 
happen to slip. Soiled bed linen must be 
handled as .little as possible, soaked ih 
water, washed separately, and boiled. If 
sputum covered, it should be soaked in a 
5 per cent solution of carbolic acid or s 
solution of chloride of lime, 

“ Instead of dry sweeping and dusting 
the floors should be washed with soap 
and water and dusted with wet cloths, 


.- 

“Great care should be taken in in- 
structing and’ demonstrating to the fam- 
ily how properly to care for the room 


Special attention must be given to the} 


bed, its comfort and its cleanliness. Every 
nuree is familiar with what is known as 
the ‘Klondike ’ bed, and It is unnecessary 
to discuss it here in detail. 

“Since both patient and family derive 
benefit from a constant supply of fresh 
air, too much attention cannot be given 
to proper ways of securing it and at the 
same time keeping the patient warm. 

“Where bed coverings are limited 
warmth can be secured by sewltg | _ 
of newspapers between two cotton 
kets; again, sheets of newspapers or poe 
paper keep out the cold to a great -xtent. 
Proper ventilation prevents night sweats. 

“ Means of heating the room must be 
provided because of the low vitality of the 
patient and the need of frequent care.

“The patient’s clothing neéds to be 
light, but warm; where wool proves irri- 
tating to the skin a heavy linen mesh has 
been found a good substiiute, due to the 
fact that it dries quickly When the pa- 
tient persplres. 

“The patient should have two good 
soap and water baths a week. Thenurse 
should let the family know when she is 
coming to give these baths and explain 


to them that she expects them to have} 


ready for her towels, Wash cloths, newa- 
papers and hot water. 

“ Night sweats demand careful rubbing, 
first with a dry towel; vinegar sponging 
is found to be aeecuiret alcohol rubs pre- 
vert bed sores,

Petritt’s bonus amounted to $600, 
and he was handed a check for that 
amount by President Britton at the close 
of the season. Before the check was 
cashed Britton learned that Perritt sad 
signed with the Feds for next season. and 
immediately he stopped payment on the 
check. The $600 was later paid to Perritt 
by Mr. Gwinner, owner of the Pitfeds, 


Three Umpires Signed. 
President Gilmore announced that he 
has signed only three umpires for next 
season, and that he is willing to give 
Hank O’Day a contract at once if the 
veteran expresses a desire to come over 
with the Federals. So far he has not 
seen O'Day at all. While Walter John- 
gon has been passed up, there still is a 
possibility that Eddie Piank will join one 
of the Fed. teams, though his demands 
were not met by the Chicago Federais.

But it is not merely since the war began 


that the countries of Europe have had such © 


a fear for spies. During these recent years 
while Europe was becoming more and more 
an armed camp the suspicion of spies has 
been constantly increasing and for a good 
reason. 

“Perhaps the most useful of all types of 
spy: is the international courtesan, whose 
achievements will never be known today ° 
or tomorrow, but who, in her own twisted 
way, helps to make the history of 
Europe,” says a British officer who served 
in the German army, and who has just 
written a book called ‘The German Army 
from Within.’ . 

“The great Frederick is reported ‘to 
have said, ‘I have one. cook and a hundred 
spies.’ Today the position is a little 
broader, for since Germany has seen her- 
self as the future apex of world power the 
courtesan is always welcomed in Berlin 
and other large towns and furnished with 
ample funds fer work in other countries.

Dr. Graves declares that great singers, 
dancers, and artists, especially of Russian 
and Austrian origin, are often spies.

person than Anna Pavlowa is retained by the 
Russian government at 50,000 rubles a ‘year.

Active-in Times of Peace. 

The idea of a gigantic spy system, oper- 

ating in times of peaee, is so foreign to 


American ideas that there is an inclination to — 


discredit the occasional instances of spying 
to which public opinion is directed. But during 
times of peace these agents of the govern- 
ments gre everywhere active nevertheless. 

Since the days of Moses, ministers and 
heads of departments have found it necessary 
to obtain early and correct information other 
than that through the usual official channels. 
rsons unknown ‘in official circles must be 
employed. In recent years:Germany, England, 
France, and Russia have kept the most string- 
ent watch on each others’ movements. 

We will say that the secret agent receives 
his orders from headquarters of the Intelll- 
gence department of the imperial navy in 
Berlin at Koeniggratzerstrasse 70 — for 
Germany. is known to have the most perfect 
secret service system of any country in the 
world. ‘Solid'but unpretentious, the building 
in which the headquarters is located is the 
embodiment of Prussian efficiency, and is de- 
cidedly well guarded. The man who is 
sought for the service—the government 
knows its men well before trusting them with 
the work—learns early that he must not ask 
questions, that he must not talk, and that 
there are many unwritten laws attached to 
the system. The agent of the government, 
known by an official number and signing all his 
communications with a given number, may be 
sent to pese as a botanist around the hills 
of Port Arthur. In this instance Germany 
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wishes to know the relative strength of the 
Russian positions in the far east before set- 
ting out to undermime Russian influence 
south of the Austrian border.

If 
he is not indeed careful he meets his fate in 
England—for long before the butbreak of 
the present war England was in a mighty 
suspicious state.- In fact, it was not so many 
years ago that the house of commons rushed 
through a clause to the official secrets act, a 
clause so elastic and convenient for convic- 
tions that a judge could charge a jury to find 
a man guilty on suspicion only. Under this 
act any person or persons making or obtain- 
ing any document whatsoever, endangering 
or likely to endanger the safeguards of Great 
Britain, can be found guilty notwithstanding 
there being no consequent proof of any 
actual offense.

New York city 
today is said to 
be filled with 
spies and secret 
agents of the 
warring nations. 
Several attempts 
more or less suc- 
cessful, have been 
made to steal 
from diplomats 
and attachés of 
both Germany 
and the allies 
documents they 
Were known to 
have. Hotel rooms have been overhauled dur- 
ing the absence of the occupants and trunks 
ransacked to find any data that might be of 
value to the country whose agent was at 
work. Naturally all interested had their 
own reasons for avoiding publicity. 

It is said that probably not a single mem- 
ber of the consulate stafis of Great Britain, 
France, Russia, or Germany in New York 
goes anywhere without a shadow on his or 
her trai. Women secret agents are sald to 
be used to quite an extent in New York. At- 
tempts were made to obtain places ae nurses 
on board the Red Cross for several women 
who were not graduated nurses, but simply 
volunteers, and really spies. The rigid rules 
ef the Red Cross foiled this scheme. 

Speaking of the life of a spy, Dr. Graves, 
who predicted that the present war in Eu- 
rope was inevitable, says: “The work is 
arduous and strenuous and the men and 
women who undertaké it must have fear for 
neither man nor devil. The risks are great, 
so are the rewards—if successful. But as 
a rule one cannot last long at tne game. The 
constant strain of playing a lone hand 
against. the mest powerful influences, often 
unknown, and continually pitting one’s own 
brain against the shrewdest minds of the 
world, the knewledge that the slightest 
blunder means loss of liberty, often of life, 
is wearing. Sooner or later, no matter how 
courageous one may be, he is bound to suc- 
cumb.” 

And there are instances where employés 
of secret service bureaus have neither suc- 
cumbed to the strain nor been imprisoned nor 
killed—by the enemy.®At times the employ- 
ers are said to find it advisable to eliminate 
a too clever or too knowing member of their 
service. Such a member, according to the 
newspapers, “commits suicide” or is “ killed 
in a duel.”

(Copyright: 1914; By Herbert Caxton, 

AVOY’S story is ‘for many centuries 

one Of abnegation, abdication, vacila- 

tion, and weakness. Yet out of weak- 

ness and. servility have come Strength 
and a constitution for the People, Abso- 
lutism has given way to Péevple’s will and 
a united Italy presents to the world today a 
firmer front than it ever did before. The 
house of Savoy, descended from a legendary 
Teutonic. knight, for many years reigning 
but a feudal province or a tiny kingdom 
subject tu greater powers, now governed by 
Victor Emmanuel III, represents a mon- 
archy supported by the Sovereign will of a 
people which has slowly emerged from 
slavery to a “place in the sun,” which other 
powers are bound to recognize. 

[It is not a very glorious line of rulers 
upon which Italy can Jook back.’ It contains 
some weak vassals, men not At to reign 
over a free people and who fell far short. of 
the task set them by the temper and needs 
of the times. More than one king of Pied- 
mont and Sardinia renounced his rights and 
cravenly gave up his throne when his people 
needed him. More than once these monarchs 
compromised with the greater tyrants about 


them and betrayed their subjects to foreign . 


rule. They number cruel and incompetent 
men amvung them, but:at last the spirit of 
Italian unity and Italian freedom rose to 
hold up their hands where their spirits 
faltered and men vof commoner clay than 
royalty set the example for the anointed 
ones. 

Now under French influence, now under 
Austrian, the spirit of Piedmont and Sar- 
dinia was well nigh crushed out through the 
weakness of its rulers. None of these men, 
Charleses, Felixes, Charles Alberts, or Em- 
1anuels, sensed the spirit of liberty seething 
in their subjects. It was left to their min- 
isters, men like Balbo or Cavour, to under- 
stand the popular will and to direct state 
affairs to the union of one kingdom with 
another, to thwart Austrian ambition and 
Austrian will, and to combine the common 
cause of Italy from Piedmont to Sicily. 

Even Charles Albert, the first of the Pied- 
mont kings in the nineteenth century to 
show any comprehension of Italian unity 
of spirit, was a weak and irresolute man, 
‘.0. timid to live up to his fine program of 
independence and incapable ‘of the broad 
views and patriotism vf his advisers. At 
the critical moment in the war of indepen- 
dence against Austria he resigned, wisely it 
proved, in fayor of his son, Victor Emman- 
uel II, 

From that moment the fortunes of Italy 
turned for the better. The new king, the 
Re Galantuomo of modern history, proved 
a monarch capable to cope with the difficult 
situation confronting him. With his hands 
sustained by efficient and far seeing minis-. 
ters he proceeded to unite Italy in the bonds 
which nationality and fate had decided for 
it Before his end he had the satisfaction 
of seeing hin rule extended over the entire 
peninsula and was able to hand over to his 
son Humbert a nation worthy to take its 
place among the powers of Europe,

Raised Duchy to a Kingdom. 

At no point of the early history of this 
ancient house—so ancient as to make those 
of Germany and Russia seem like nouveaux 
riches—is it more interesting than during 
the reign of Victor Amadeus II., who raised 
his realm from a duchy to @ kingdom. In 
1684. being then 17 years old, he took the 
government into his owt hands, it having 
been held by his mother as regent. He mar- 
ried a granddaughter of Charles I. of Great 
Britain. For many years he was compelled 
to submit to the interference of Louis XIV.., 
but twice he rebelled, the last time being 
when he joined the league of Leopold of 
Austria and. defeated the French at Turin. 

After Utrecht he got his reward by the 
allies assisting him in forming his kingdom 
and by adding Sicily to his possessions. A 
few years later he took contra! of Sardinia 
in exchange for Sicily, which went to Aus- 
tria, thus forming a well established king- 
dom where before had been 4 vassal duchy. 
After a reign of more than forty years he 
suddenly announced to his family that he 
had married, three months before, the beau- 
tiful Countess St. Sebastian and that he 
would give up his throne to his eon, Charles 
Emmanuel. This son, who was horfTbly de- 
formed and had been looked on as an imbe- 
cile, thereupon began to rule, but it was 
not long before the countess, who consid- 
ered herself cheated by the old king's res- 
ignation, stirred up Victor Amadeus to re- 
sume the throne. This he tried to do, but 
his son had him seized and thrown inte, 
prison. He died about a year later.

He wen.o 
an extremely religious nature, but his con- 
tentious disposition led him into cunstant 
trouble with some of the bisiops, as well 
as ‘into conflict with his subjects. He nae 
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no less than four wives, but his Hfe was so 
austere and holy that he was eanunized by 
a bull of Gregory XVI. in 18338. 

The fame of his warrior sister is a part 
of the glorious history of Italy and one of 
the legends circling about her is that in 
a cavalry charge at Legnano she was taken 
prisoner and brought before Frederick when 
she declared she would rather die than sub- 
mit to the dishonorable ‘wishes of the em- 
peror. The Knight who had taken her cap- 
tive, moved by the maiden’s courage and 
virtue, resolved to save her. He assisted 
her to escape secretly and insured alike her 
sufety and her freedomi. This knight,- who 
had vvercome the Mussulman forces at 
Ourique and had been proclaimed king of 
Portugal on the battlefield, was no other 
than Alfonso I, the founder of the Portu- 
guese monarchy. He offered his hand and 
crown tuo the heroine whom he had first 
conquered and then saved and who now ac- 


cepted him as her husband. 

In the early part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the elder line of the house became ex- 
tinct and this brought out the younger 
branch, represented by Charles Albert. The 
kingdom meanwhile had had a checkered ca- 
reer, What between aggression by the French 
republic, Napoleon, and other neighbors, and 
during this time its rulers showed neither 
statesmanship nor military prowess, It was 
not until the popular demand for freedom 
became too great to ignore that Charles Al- 
bert, in the first half of the century, weak- 
ly consented to head the movement to free 
his land and the other states from Austrian 
oppression. Even in this he was half- 
hearted, and, as had already been said, re- 
signed his crown to his son and went off to 
Portugal to ‘die.

This son, the grandfather of the present 
king, was of different stuff. Had he not 
been, Italy might yet be a parcel of weak 
states instead of the compact nation she 
now is. He was a bluff soldier, coarse in na- 
ture, careless in morals, blunt, and out- 
spoken; but a brave and patriotic king, not 
afraid to take advice from keener minds 
than himself. With Cavour to guide him he 
trent through with the difficult task of cre- 
ating a united Italy. It cost blood and 
money, it broke century old ties, it came 
perilously near failure more than once, but 
it was accomplished, and Victor Emmanuel 
TI. entered Rome as king of Italy. 

Like some other European monarchs, Vic- 
tor Emmanuel contracted a “morganatic 
‘union, his partner being Rosa Vefrellone, 
afterward created Countess Mirafiore. The 
marriage, however, was subséquent to the 
birth of a number of children whom the 
father was wont to call his “own” in dis- 
tinction to the children he had by his queen, 
who he said were the “children of Italy.” 


One of the illegitimates, Count Victor Em- 
manuel Mirafiore, caused his relativne « 
great deal of trouble. Of him the Marquise 
de Fontenoy writes: 

“after marrying in 1872 Satcde De La- 
derelle, who brought him, together with her 
dowry, the beautiful palace of the Via Tor- 
nabueni, which is one of the landmarks of 
Florence, with its sixteenth century frontage 
earved by Dosio, he treated her so badly 
that she was obliged to leave him. Then 

aa oF himeelf by running away 
Be the wife of quite the grandest of 
~ Rome's patricians, bearing one of the most 
‘historic names in Europe. When she re- 
alized her fovlishness, too late, she lost her 
reason, and, after spending some time under 
restraint, now lives in England, where she 
has a beautiful country place, her wants 
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provided for in the most generous fashion 
by her husband. 

“Indeed, he has behaved in the matter 
with all the chiyalry that was to be expected 
of a man of his breeding and lineage. Sub- 
sequently the late Count Mirafiuore became 
involved in all sorts of financial unpleas- 
antness, making an improper use of the 
name of his royal father, old King Victor 
Emmanuel, and squandermg the fortune of 


“his mother, who was the daughter of the 


drum major of a Piedmont regiment. In- 
deed, had it not been for the fact that he 
Was a naturaPson of one king and the illegi- 
mate half brother of another it might have 
gone hard with him. 

“As it was, King Humbert shouldered all 
his financial responsibilities, reimbursed the 
people whom the count had wronged and 
who wanted to prosecute him, ° compromised 
matters with his creditors, assumed charge 
of the estates of Mirafiore and of Fontana- 
fredda, which the Re Galant‘uomo had given 


to Rosa, and arranged to give an annuity. 


to the count. The latter died in 1896, kind-. 


ly and even affectionately treated until the‘ 


last by his half brother, Humbert, and hav- 
ing feddemed almost entirely the shortcom- 
ings of his earlier life. He left two sons—- 
Vittorio, who,was killed by a fall from his

present when he married Giannina Boasco, 
daughter and heiress of one ef the wealth- 
jest contractors and builders of Rome and 
of Turin.

For, thanks to the ex- 
cellent management of Humbert, all the in- 
cunsbrances of the two valuable estates—

Humbert Popular with People. 

By his queen Victer Emmanuel Il. had 
four children. Humbert, who succeeded him 
as king; Amadeus, who made a failure as 
king of Spain; Pia, who became queen of 
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‘Portugal, and Clotilde, who was given in 


campaign. The king died in 1878 and was 


succeeded by his oldest son, Humbert, born 


in 1844, Like his father, he was trained as 
a soldier, and when 22 years old he took part . 


in the unfortunate war Italy waged against 
Austria across the Adriatic in 1866, when 
Prussia Was attacking her from the north. 
He was wounded and carried the scar to 
the grave with him. In the first year of 
Humbert’s reign the first of three attempts 
to assassinate him was made. This was all 
the strdnger, for he was beloved by a great 
majority of his people, with whom he min- 
gled in the most democratic manner at 
times. 
On vMe occasion he was passing a‘ house 
in Rome when the building, only partly 
constructed, collapsed. The king rushed 
with the other spectators upon the ‘débris 
to rescue the workmen, several of whom fell 
with the house. Humbert. plunged into the 
| ¢ellar, where he heard a man calling Yor 
help. ‘Thé workman was pinned beneath 
heavy beams which it was impossible at 
first to move. The king sat by the man, 
holding his hand and wiping the poor fel- 
low's brow until assistance arrived and the 
wounded victim was borne away to the hos- 
. pital. 

When cholera broke out in Naples the 
king went down with the first corps of phy- 
sicians and he remained there seeing that

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the health regulations were carried out. 

In 1897 a second attempt on the king’s 
life was made without success, but in 1900 
an assassin named Brecia slew Humbert. 
The plot, it is said, was concocted in Pater: 
son, N. J,, an anarchist hamed Carboni Spe- 
randio having been chosen for the deed. -H 
delegated the task to Giuseppe Jessina, but 
afterward he killed Jeésina and committed 
suicide. 

Humbert married in 1868 his cousin, Mar- 
gherita Maria Theresa of Savoy, daughter 
of Ferdinand of Piedmunt and Duke of 
Genoa, a brother of old King Victor Emman- 
uel.

My minis- 
ters must help me in everything, and they 
must promise nothing that they cannot per- 
form. They must not create illusions.” 
When lie took the oath of office before 
parliament. he uttered a speech which rang 
through the country like a trumpet call. 
“Peace abroad,” he said, “ will not suffice. 
“We need also peate at home and concord 
among all men of good will to develop our 
intellectual forces and economic resources. 
We must train our young generation in the 
worship of the fatherland, of honest work 
and of honor. We must collect ourselves 
and organize our defense by the wisdom of 
our laws and their rigorous application. 
The monarchy and the parliament must pro- 
ceed hand in hand in this salutary work.” 
There was need of such a voice in Italy 
at that time. The late king, easy going 
and indolent? had allowed Crispi a free hand 
with public affairs. The kingdom was at a 
low ebb in everything. In spite of onerous 
taxation the country was nearly bankrupt 
because of the peculation and extravagance 
which went on in every department. An- 
archy approached, socialism threatened, and 
it was expected that the assassination of 
Humbert would be followed by an overthrow 
of the monarchy.

Liberal Political Views. 

The young king was an unknown quan- 
tity. It was known that he was opposed to 
Crispi’s pvolicy, but otherwise he had been 
regarded as a prince of quiet habits who had 
yet to prove what was in him. He soon 
proved what manner of king he would be. 
He kept his word and his example has been, 
as he said, a spur to vthers. He has made 
himself acquainted with his entire kingdom, 
visiting every portion of it repeatedly and 
meeting all conditions of his people. As his 
father was prompt to go to cholera stricken 
‘Naples, so the s®n went by the first train 
and boat when Messina was devastated. He 
informs himself thoroughly in all state 
matters. 

His liberal political views shock his fel- 
low monarchs. He refused to suppress the 
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socialists, and even after the ‘assassinativn 
of his father he declined to sanction repres- 
sive laws against anarchy. Of the social- 
ists he is quoted as saying: “I am certain 
that at the bottom they do not buther them- 
selves much about the form of government, 
whether it be monarchical or republican. 
They would easily reconcile themselves tv 
a monarchy if the constitutional parties - 
would take them by the hand and work to- 
gether for social and economic refyrm.” 


Tt is said that he has labored strenuously 
to bring this about and that he belleves 
with Ferrero that Italy Is destined to be- 
come republican. The education vf his chil- 
dren is said to have been directed to coin- 
cide with this belief. He favors trade 
unions and he has advocated other measures 
for the benefit of the working classes. His 
ministers, at his earnest request, have la- 
bored to equalize faxation throughout the 
kingdom, and se nearly has this been done 
that the heaviest burden now fallg upon 
those best able to bear it. :

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UGENE FIELD has often been called “the chil- 
dren’s poet laureate,” and truly he is a poet of 
childhood. He had an ideal home life, and was 
happy with his wife and children, for he was 
a devoted father and his children were his con- 

stant companions. He entered into their lives as a 
friend and playfellow and was never too busy to share 
in their joys and sorrows. Heé told them old fairy tales, 
and made up new stories for them, and when they 
brought him any littie stories which they had made up 
he was very proud indeed. 

One day his little daughter, Mary French Field, or 
“Trotty,” as she was called, brought him a story which 
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she had written. She was only 12 years ol4 at the time, 
and her father was so pleased with her ideas that he 
took them and enlarged the story and later when he 
sold it he divided the money with “ Trotty.” 

He had great fun playing the game of bear with his 
son Frederick, or “Daisy,” as he was nicknamed,. be- 
cause his father said “His eyes shine like daisies in 
the tall grass.” The father called himself a big blue 
bear and ‘ Daisy” was a little rabbit, and away they 
went on many an imaginary journey. 

His son Eugene, named after his father and called 
Pinney,” was full of fun and had such a daring spirit 
that he was constantly in mischief and playing pranks. 
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But the fun loving father entered into the spirit of the 
boy and enjoyed these childish jokes with him. 

His first child, Roswell M. Field, named for his father 
and brother, died when he was only a little baby 2 
months old, and later sorrow came again to this happy 
home in the death of the eldest son, Melvin Gray Field.

UYING garden furniture ta the 
middie of winter seems like the 
height of—what shall we say? 
But the sales of garden furni- 
ture this month have been, to use 

the vernacular of the trade, “‘ unprece« 
dented in the history of furniture sell- 
ing.” Of couge it is bought for sunpar- 
lors—those. delightful rooms that require 
euch special treatment. People who live 
In houses and who have not the con- 
ventional glass case common to almost 
ell of the new fiats are fitting up sun 
rooms after the manner of sun parlors 
and they are really most attractive. 

The main essential in furnishing these 
rooms is to keep them as distinctly dif- 
ferent as possible from the room or rooms 
adjoining. They must be comfortable, 
of course, but they must not have the 
heavy, solid comfort of the living room, 
for example. ‘The comfort must be ina 
lighter vein—does that express it? No 
overstuffed sofas, or carved tables, or 
thick rugs, or extravagant hangings. 
Only such furniture should ‘be used as 
would be appropriate for garden or 
veranda. 

The effect on walking into & sun room 
or parlor should be as nearly as pos- 
sible the effect of stepping out of doors 
on a bright, moderate day—into a gar- 
den.

‘At the Railway Station at Maubeuge. 
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the doctors have gone over the field and 
given the first and necessarily hasty 
dressing. 

From the battlefield the wounded men 
are gotten back to the field hospitals or 
base hospitals as quickly as possible. The 
dangerously wounded are taken to the 
nearest hospital; the less dangerously 
may be, taken back to one of the base 
hospitals. During or immediately after 
a battle one may see the wounded com- 
ing back by every means of conveyance.

Motor trucks loadeé with wounded tear 
along the roads leading back from the 
extreme front; ordinary automobiles will 
be seen crowded with wounded men; 
carts, wagons, empty ammunition trucks, 
every vehicle available is required for the 
urgent work of getting the wounded to 
where they can receive good attention. 

Occasionally one may see the lightly 
wounded walking back, with heads bound 
up of arms in slings. The Germans re- 
cently have invented a type of automobile 
which draws five two wheel trailers, each 
equipped with two cots, the whole compos- 
ing a train of six cars, 

The number of bead and arm wounds 
is enormous, for men in trenches, when 
exposed, are usually firing, and they ex- 
pose only their heads and arms. Thou- 
sands of soldiers undoubtedly are killed 
by wounds in the head, but it iseven more 
remarkable to see how many hundreds 
are hit in the head without death resulting 


from the wounds. I think I have seen 


hundreds of soldiers walking about with 
their heads swathed In great bandages. 
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The extremely dangerous head, leg, and 
body wounds are taken to the field hos- 
pitals, where they are kept until they 
can be sent back to large main field hos- 
pitals. Near the battle front, south of 
Laon, the field hospital was in the little 
village of C—, quite near the front. A 
number of the public houses of the vil- 
lage have been converted into haspitals, 
and I found each of these filled dan- 
gerously wounded men. 

One man sitting up in bed, had lost 
both legs below the knees. He looked 
cheerful and was smiling when the doc- 
tor stopped before him. I afterwards 
learned that he told the doctor he was 
not as badly off as if he had lost his 
hands, for he was a tailor by trade and 
did not need his feet as much as bis 
hands. He was trying to look at the 
pright sige, although to me there did not 
seem to be much of a bright side to look 
at. 

A number of men, fn cots ‘and on mat- 
tresses on the floor, had been shot through 
the heads and bodies and probably would 
die, - But they Jooked at us with interest 
and smiled weakly as we stopped to greet 
them. The smell of some of the body 


ntly be observed by the hospital — rac ical 
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ally recover. In the Tapancesibaiane 
war, 40 per cent of the wounded were 
back in the firing line within three months 
from the time they received their wounds. 


And tn Maubeuge I saw one trainload of 
soldiers returning to the front and was 
told that nearly all of them were going 
back for the second time after recover- 
ing from wounds received in the fighting 
south of Mons a month before. In three 
months from now a large proportion of 
those now recovering from wounds will be 
ready for service again. 

In a statement which I saw in a news- 
paper the French claim that only 2 per 
cent of their men wounded by German 
bullets die from their wounds. It is prob- 
able that the care and attention given 
to the German wounded will save a great 
proportion, although probably not as 
many as those saved by the French, the 
French copper sheathed bullet inflicting 
a more troublesome wound than the Ger- 
man nickle plated bullet.

It is said that the French anesthetics 
were exhausted after the first three weeks 
of fighting, and since then the French 
surgeons have been obliged to perform 
many operations without anesthetica 
In this respect the Germans are much 
better equipped, and for that reason 
might counteract the advantage gained 
by the French in their use oe @ more 
deadly bullet. 

A few days before I left Germany I saw 


a “train of about forty or fifty cars en- 
tirely loaded with Red Cross equipment, 
which would indicate not only the terrific 
demand for such supplies at the front, but 
also the Germans’ ability for supplying 
the demand. 

After a great battle, and during these 
great battles which now continue, with- 
out appreciable cessation, for weeks and 
weeks, the railway lines from the front 
are crowded with trains carrying the 
wounded back to Germany and with a 
greater number of trains carrying fresh 
troops down to strengthen the regiments 
depleted by casualties.

At the railway station in Maubeuge 
there was an endless movement of the 
trains going in both directions. The trains 
were made up.of cars of all classes. 
There were flat cars, box cars, and pas- 
senger coaches. 


A train waded with troops going to 
the front usually contained on an aver- 
age of about 1,100 or 1,200 men. The 
trains of wounded returning from the 
front carried various numbers from 150 
to 300. Sometimes in the latter trains 
there would be cars filled with French 
prisoners, and occasionally a few Tur- 
cos. 

Also among the wounded there would 
be numbers of French and occasionally 
a Turco. The proportion of wounded 
prisoners Guring the time I was in Mau- 
beuge was lees than at previous times, 


for the reason that the two diate 
forces were holding strong positions, each 
suffering little or no serious repuises, 
thus making it possible for each side to 
care for its own wounded, 
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The trains that carried the fresh troops 
to the front are the same that bring the 
wounded back, and it was a rather ironic 
circumstance that the same inecriptions 
written on the cars as the men went gayly 
and confidently to the battle line were still 
on the cars when they came back loaded 
with wounded. “ Auf nach Paris” (On 
to Paris) was freely written on the cars 
going down, and still remained on the 
cars as they went away from the direc- 
tion to Paris, 

On every car going to the front there 
were branches of trees, which gave to the 
trains quite a gala appearance. One of 
the popular inscriptions which was found 
written on many cars was the following: 

** Jeder schuss—ein Russ. 

* Jeder stoss—ein Franzos, 

* Jeder Serb—verderb.” 

“Jeder Kliaps—ein Jap. 

“ Jeder Schnitt—ein Britt.”’ 

Which, roughly translated, means: 

Every shot—a Russian. 

Every kick—a Frenchman. 

Every Serb—destruction, 

Every slap—a Jap. 

Every cut—a. Britisher,

“Franzosen! Ruseen! Serbin! Alle

One train was carrying 700 Bavarians 
back to the front. Almost all had been 
wounded and were now returning a sec- 
ond time. The Bavarians carry hunting 
knives in the leggings, which they use in 
close quarters instead of bayonets. 

During the two days that I was in Mau- 
beuge I spent a good deal of time at the 
railway station. 

—~- 

On the Saturday and Sundey immediate- 
ly preceding my arrival 2,080 wounded 
were given attention in the station. On 
the first day that I was there there were 
200 on one train and 290 badly wounded on 
another train. At other times during the 
day 428 more came in. 

It was amazing to see how stoicaily the 
men bore their pain. I saw one man who 
was wounded in both arms blithely smok- 
ing a cigaret. There was a Senegalese 
zouave who was shot in the foot. There 
were great numbers who had been shot 
in the arms and head, and also many who 
had been wounded in the feet. The more

Here they occupied chairs and the op- 
erating table while their wounds were 
hastily cleaned and given fresh bandages. 
I stayed in the operating room for an hour 
one night, and In that time saw 150 differ- 
ent men receive the care and attention of 
the doctor and nursea.

Many of the wounds were frightful to 
look at. We were told that numbers 
of men were coming in who had been 
wounded by dumdum bullets. Schwester 
Bartholomae, who is in: charge of the 
nurses, said that twenty out of the 600 
wounded who went through the night 
before, after 11 o’clock, had been struck 
by dumdums., 

The day foliowing there were only 
five which she wag willing to attribute 
positively to dumdums. Many of the 
wounds that 1 saw were so terrible I 
thought they must have been the result 
of expansive bullets, but she was very 
eareful to explain that in these particu- 
lar cases the bullets had ‘stuck bones 
or had entered sideways and éould not be 
attributed to spreading bullets. 

Only in cases of fiesh wounda, where 
no bones wers struck, and where the 
entrance was small and round and the 
exit frightfull) torn, would she be cer- 
tain of the use of dumdums. I saw two 
hollowed bullet2 which were said to have 
been taken from the legs of German 
soldiers who kad been shot near Laon. 
To what extent dumdums have been used 
in the present war I have no means of 
knowing. 


—— 

There ta no doubt, however, in my mind 
that the French have used the hollowed 
or so-called dumdum bullet. I have seen 
a number of wounds which, in my cpinion, 
could not have been inflicted except by 
this type of cartridge. 

I also saw the thirty-two cases of hol- 
lowed bullets which the Germans found 
in Maubeuge after the evacuation by the 
French. These two circumstances seem. 
to point coneiusively to the use of thes 
proscribed bullets, although to what de- 
gree, I have no personal means of know- 
ing. oes 

A nurse whom we were talking with 
said that in her experience and observa- 
tion about 5 per cent of all the German 
wounds had been inflicted by dumdum 
bullets, On the Saturday and Sunday 
during which 7,080 wounded went 
through, forty of the wounds were posi- 
tively identified asa being inflicted by 
dumdums.

On the first train of wounded that came 
through on the evening of Oct. 1 there 
was an Engl'sh spy, although we did not 
hear that he was on board until after the 


of private soldiers, attached to the hos- 
pital corpe, were on hand to do the heavy 
work. As soun as the train stopped the 
men began pouring into the dressing sta- 
tion. 


Ten or twelve could be dressed at once, 


while the others waited out on the plat | 


form. Most of those who first came in 
were able to walk. One man, a soldier 
from New Ulm, had been shot in the chest 
and leg. When they stripped his under- 
shirt off I saw the little identification 
oumber about his neck. If I remember 
correctly he was of the Fourth company, 
Two Hundred and Sixty-second infantry 
regiment, in the Twelfth Bavarians. One 
boy came in with his hand shot off. 

He long will heve reason to remember 
with regret the fightitig at Jonglay. An- 
other man had been shot on Sept. 28, two 
or three days previously, and lay in » 
trench all day hecause he could not get 
away in daylight on account of artillery 
fire. A quarter of an hour before he was 
wounded his gun was torn ouf of his 
hand by a grenade. Of the four mem 


' around him, three were wounded. 


One man who nad been shot in the knee 
wore a rude splint madé of straw. He 


was tail, good looking, and a man of 


most amazing fortitude. I watched him 
as he lay on the operating table and saw 
that the bullet: had torn directly through 
the knee cap. During the painful process 
of dressing the wound he never whim- 
pered. I remember watching him with 
immense admiration and of speakiug 
about him to others. 
—o- 

After watching him for a while I turned 
té a man who was suffering the most in- 
tense agony. He had been shot in the 
hand and his moans of pain were the only 
audible sounds of suffering I heard. 

Near by him the doctor was working on 
a Frenchman who had been shot in the 
jaw so that he could not swallow. After 
a time I turned back to see how my friend 
with the knee wound was gettingon. His 
knee had been carefully rebandaged and 
he was now iying on his side. .To my 
amazement I saw that they were working 
on a frightful locking wound which he 
had received in the left side of his back. 
I gave him a cigar and he smiled a look 
of thanks. 

To one who has seen wontiie’ sitios 
the conviction is inevitable that tobacce 
has come to be almost es important @ 
necessity as the anmethetics. Tne heute 
for tobacco which soldiers undergoing ter- . 
rifle nervous strain or severe physica 
pain feel is intense.’ In fact, among the 
German soldiers there seemed to be two 
things chiefly aie namie mee Ge and 
tobacco. 

Before we ist Manlibede ee nksbu eee 
fund of 100 marks, gave it to the surgeon 
in charge, and told him to buy cigars for 
the wounded. 

I shall never forget oné handsome ofti- 
cer, @ machine gun captain wearing he 
iron cross. Me came in walking eréci 
and bowing to the attendants with stiff 
Frequently we saw French soldiers at- 
tached to the Red Cross service walking 
freely about the streets of Maubeuge, [ 
remember also seeing a young English- 
man who was helping the German doc- 
tors in the field hospital at C-——.,

Near the Maubeuge railway station, a 
few yards from the tracks, was a large 
shed, in which enormous caidrons of hot 
soup were boiling. Here the.wounded 
men and «ne prisoners and the fresh 
troops going to the front would swarm 
while the train stopped. 

We would see wounded men with dim- 
culty conveying their soup to their 
mouths, and in_several instances we had 
to open their folding spoons for them. 
In some cases where men were wounded 
in both hands their movements in eating 
were extremely awkward. 

One of the vivid impressions I had was 
of a French scidier, badly wounded, whe 
wished to get off the car just as the train 
was about to start. A German soidier 
and a Turco lifted him off and fora num- 
ber of minutes the train was held until 
the wounded man was brought back to his 
car. : 
politeness. His coat was buttoned tight- 
ly about him and as he stood waiting it 
occurred to me that his stiffness was not 
that of mere official dignity. He had 
been wounded. One of the hospital men 
removed his coat and undershirt as he 
stood. 

All the chairs were occupied by soldiers 
whose wounds were being dressed. A 
great bandage wound about his body 
was removed and there in his right chest 
was a ghastly hole. He had been struck 
by a shrapnel bullet, which had inflicted 
only a flesh wound, dangerous in appear- 
ance but really not of a serious charac- 
ter. 

His wound had first been dressed by a 
French doctor, who apparently had done .

The 
conservation of human life has always 
‘been of primary interest to women. So 
it is enly logical that a woman should 
work out a system of itilizing ‘‘ waste ”’ 
human beings for by-products, just as 
the men are perfecting the work of the 
elimination of all so-called waste in in- 


dustry. 

The work of creating human by-prod- 
ucts has heen tried out and has passed 
through the experimental stage. It was 
inaugurated in May, when the public wel- 
fare department was established. In the 
intervening months Miss Sears reports 
‘hat 24. per cent of the 180 persons at

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New York Sees the First War Play.

EW YORK.—[Special 
Marie Dix—-who may be recalled as part author with 
the late Mrs. Sutherland of “The Road to Yester- 
day "—has furnished the first play on the horrors 
of the current war to appear in these parts, 

It is rather an impressive combination of stark realism 
and poetic fancy called “ Across the Border” and is given 
as the principal feature of the new bill at the Princess. 
The Princess is the theater that hoped to be accepted as the 
Grand Guignol of America. Its motto originally might have 
read: “From its shocks and thrills let freedom ring!” But

Herewith is printed an interview with 
R. C. Rueschaw, sales manager of the 
Reo Motor Car company. We are 
prompted to leave our consideration of 
the Detroit situation and give this space 
to Mr. Rueschaw's sentiments, because 
the Reo company has decided that now 
ia the time for aggressive expansion, in- 
stead of timid contraction of its sales 
force.

“ For example, when the war broke out 
we were told that in ninety days it would 
be impossible to have a photograph made 
in this country. I got worried about that 
and, not having had one made for many 
yeara, rushed off to secure what I felt 
sure would be a curiosity tn the near 
future. Several others must have done 
the same, because the photographers tell 
me business has been excellent. 

“ Now the ground for that belief was 
the fact that heretofore we had procured 
the glass for negatives from Belgium 


and the chemicals from Germany. Those 
who said photographic industry would 
have to stop as soon as the small supply 
on hand was exhausted did not count on 
American ingenuity. 

“The other day I was talking to a 
prominent photographer and I asked him 
about it. ‘Why,’ he sald, ‘ within two 
weeks after the war broke out we were 
making everything in this country. At 
first it cost a little more, but now the cost 
is coming down. As for the quality, of 
course we have as fine chemists in this 
country a@# there are in the world, so we 
are getting that, too.’ 

“This instance can be paralleled as 
many times as you like One more case 
will suffice. Carbolic acid was also made 
in Burope. Not that it was a secret or 
that we could not do it, but that the Bu- 
ropean makers were so well intrenched 
Americans hesitated to enter competition 
against them. Thomas A. Edison had to 
have carbolic acid. Inside of ten days 
after the war broke out he began to pro- 
duce it. At first it cost more also, but as 


— 


facilities were perfected and quantities 
produced, the price began to come down, 
and now It is eald that if the war ended 
today we would probably not buy any 
more carbolic acid from Europe. Wecan 
make it better and cheaper here. 

~~ 

“ The point I want to emphasize is that 
we bought from Europe not because we 
could not make it here just as good and 
just as cheaply but because in certain 
things that formerly were secret process- 
es European makers had become strong- 
ly intrenched and America feared to in- 
vest the amount and to build the plants 
necessary to fight for a share of the busi- 
ness. Now the business is oure without 
fighting for it—the demand must be eup- 
plied. And we are supplying our own de- 
mands. 

“ Just here I might call attention to one 
great difference between Americans and 
all other peoples. Your Englishman, your 
German, your Frenchman has a strong 
prejudice against buying or using any- 
thing that is made in any other country. 


We Americans have had a foolish preju- 
dice in the opposite cirection. Our loy- 
alty has not reached the commercial 
Stage yet. That is because we have 
had no real competition—nothing to stir 
up our commercial loyalty. We like to 
see the word ‘ imported ’ on the box, and 
we have actually paid more for en inferior 
article just because it was made in Scot- 
land, France, or some other European 
country.

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GLARE FROM HEADLIGHTS. 
ITH ail the “safety first” eru- 
eades for the benefit of the pub- 
He and the suppression of glar- 
ing headlights on automobiles, 
the manufacturer of cars has not made 
much of an effort to provide any sort of 


protection for the driver, particularly 
from the glare of the headlights of an ap- 


proaching car. 

From the point of safety thie ie an im- 
portant matter, for when a driver is blind- 
ed by headlight giare he cannot tell just 
where he is going and may cause damage 
to property or enuff outalife. Freauent- 
ly on a country road a driver is compelled 
to pull to the side of the road to be on the 
safe side. 

To some extent amber colored goggies 

reduce the glare, and this suggests to 
manufacturers of wind shields and cars 
that poseibly the use of amber giass in 
the shield would be of material benefit in 
this direction. One manufacturer hes 
anticipated this to some extent in pro- 
viding a small shield designed to attach 
to the frame of the wind shield so it may 
be moved down In front of the eyes of the 
driver and thus protect him from head- 
light glare or from the bright light that 
comes from driving over an exceedingly 
new white stone road or while snow Is on 
the ground. - 
- Thie is designed to be so located that 
it not always is in a position in front of 
the eyes, but when the driver is meeting 
another car he can shift his head a little 
go as to bring the amber qlored shield 
between his eyes and the glare from the 
headlight on the approaching car and 
thus be shielded.

Nowadays cars are so designed that the 
minutest detail for convenience is not 
overiooked, but there are many old cars, 
good for many miles of service, that lack 
the comforts found on the later models. 
An old car will be found with the electric 
push button for the signal horn in any 
old place that convenience permits, some- 
times on the steering column or at the 
wide of the seat. To do away with multi- 
plicity in the matter of wiring and tomake 
@ neat job all around, a push button has 
been brought that may be attached to 
any steering post and yet the button 
proper will be within easy reach of the 
fingers of whichever hand is most con- 
venient to operate it, either right or left. 


~~o- 
The hub bolts on a car need attention 
once in a while—at least once a year. 
Often a car gives out a detestable little 
equeak that cannot be located, and it is 
not often a driver thinks of looking to 
the bolts that hold the hub flanges to- 
gether and thus bind the spokes. These 
should be tightened, but it is necessary 
that the work be done to keep the hubs 
t>-e, else the wheel will wabble. These 
b .ts should be kept tight, for otherwise 
there will be excessive wear, which in 
time will mean new and larger bolts and 
a truing up of the bolt holes through 
the flanges. It is some work on certain 
makes of cars, because of the fact that 
the wheel must be removed, inasmuch as 
the nuts are on the inside of the inside 
fiange. About so often, however, the 
wheelg aretaken off to adjust the brakes, 
or for some other purpose, and then is 
the time to give, the nuts a little attention 
and keep the wheel in the condition it is 
supposed to be.
